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THE WILKESBARRE CASE~THE TESTI- 
MONY. 


It will be temembered that this case came before 
the Cireuit Court for the first time last Wednesday 
week, upon a habeas corpus granted by Judge 
Grier. The defendants, John Jenkins and James 
Crosson, had been arrested upon a warrant regu- 
larly issued by a Wilkesbarre magistrate, and 
backed or endorsed hy Alderman Snider of this 
city. Before the parties could be taken Lefure the’ 
magistrate the proceedings were arrested by the 
habeas corpus made returnable the next morning. 
The Wilkesbarre officer made the usual and proper 
retutn, and produced the warrant under which he 
held his prisoner. Judge Grier, in opposition to’ 
what is conceived to be the regular practice, deter- 
mined to go behind the warrant and examine the 
charge of riot and attempt to murder, in his own 
court, and without the intervention of a jury.— 
The counsel representing the Iligh Constable of 
Wilkesharre, were accordingly directed to produce

ing. The testimony of this gentleman, sworn tru- 
ly to inform the mind of the Court, is given below 
from the phonographic notes of Mr. Cannon. The 
depositions of the principal witnesses who were 
excluded by the decision are added, in order that 
the public may have all the materials necessary to 
furm a judgment as to the merits of the case and 
the truthfulness of the opposing stories. Of the 
questions of law involved, it will not be proper to 
speak till the opinion of the Court, which is ex- 
pected to-day, shall be published. We may then, 
have something to say on that branch of the sub-| 
ject.

CEAN TELEGRAPH. | 





The New York Courier and Enquirer states that | 
a company is now in process of formation, of eap- 
italists in this country and Europe, for the building | 
of a submarine and subterranean telegraph line | 
from New York to Liverpool. 

A ventiman from Massachusetts, who has been 
for some years experimenting in the matter, has 


‘discovered a method by which the conducting ca- 


pacity of telesraphie wire is increaced to an aston- 
ishing puwer—being many hundred per cent, over 
that possessed by any of the wires prepared by any 
of the processes now in use. The same gentlemen 
has also madeavery important improvement in the 
mode of laying down submarine and subterranean 
wire, by which mode the most perfect insulation is 
attained, coupled with the fullest protection from 
external injury or interruption of any kind, and 


that too, at a cost of less than one third of that of 
‘the present modes of subterranean construction. 


Both of these improvements have been purchased 

by the proprietors forming the new company. 
Starting westwardly from Liverpool, a line will 

connect that “port with Dublin (via ILoly bead) 


;whence a subterranean will extend to Galway. 


From this point, the submarine comes in play again, 
until the coast of Newfoundland is reached, a dis- 
tance from Galway of about 1500 miles. Hear will 


-be its first station on the American continent. 


From this station, a sulterrancan line to some con- 


‘venient place on the western coast of Newfound- 


i land. whence a sulmarine 


wire will be laid down 
to Nova Scotia, where the connection will be again 
taken up by the subterranean wire, and continued 
to New York. The whole length of the route from 
Galway to New York,as thus marked out, is about 
2,800 miles. The cost per mile for the submarine 
wire, on the improved plan, is estimated at less 
than S600.—For the subterranean portion of the 
rout, the estimated cost is about SL00 per mile, 


»which is less than one third of the cost of such lines 


now in use. 

The facility, too, with which the line cam be built 
on the new plan, is such that the construction of 
the whole route from Liverpool to New York can 
be accomplished in six imonths from its commence- 
ment; so that if the comy any begins its operations, 
as is hew contemplated by them,as early in the 
ensuing spring as the staie of the ground and the 
weather will permit, we may confidently anticipate 
a direct telegraphic communication ¥ ith Europe by 
the opening of next autumn.— Mass. Spy. ‘
